WASHINGTON, (tP)—President Roosevelt axed pork barrel spending, 


cut relief costs and proposed new emergency national defense taxes to | 


raise $460,000.000 in a 1941 economy 


budget submitted to congress today. 


He opposes taxes which would curtail consumer purchasing power and 
thereby directed speculation to increases in income, estate and inherit- 


ance tax rates. 

The budget for 1941 totaled $8,- 
424,000)000—a reduction of $675,- 
000,000 under the current year’s es- 
timated expenditures. 

Mr. Roosevelt forecast treasury 
revenue at $6,150,000,000 — third 
highest on record—and budgeted for 
the government’s 11th consecutive 
deficit. 


Relief costs were sliced to $1,433,- |. 


000,000, a record low. 

National defense costs are going 
up to $1,839,000,000 compared with 
$1,159,000,000 in the current fiscal 
year. The naval program is increas- 
ed to 10 battleships, of which six 
now are building, and the combined 


air force will be increased to 10,000 ; 


planes. 

Government reorganizations sav- 
ings were estimated at a mere $11,- 
000,000, so far. 

The budget, for the year begin- 
ning July 1, 1940, was the last that 
Mr. Roosevelt will submit to con- 
gress unless he seeks and wins a 
third term. The next budget, for 
the year beginning July 1, 1941, will

Farm Budget Is 
Cut Sharply 


25 Per Cent Reduction 
In Federal Expenditures 
Proposed For New Year

WASHINGTON, ‘tP) — President 
Roosevelt sent to congress today a 
1941 fiscal year budget providing 
a tentative 25 per cent reduction in 
federal farm expenditure. 

He set farm spending at approx- 
imately $1,171,715,918 for next year, 
a cut of $332,981,000 from the $1,- 
504,696,386 budgeted for the cur- 
rent year ending next June 30. 

However, the President asked out- 
right for $1,046,715,918 and indi- 


cated he would add $125,000,000 to| 


the 1942 farm budget by requesting 
an appropriation of that amount at 
a later date to finance activities of 
the Farm Security Administration. 

If accepted by congress, the pro- 
posed farm budget would mark one 
of the sharpest cuts in agriculture 
aid ever made. Last year the legis- 
lators added $338,000,000 to the 
farm budget over Mr. Roosevelt's 
protest.

No Peace-Time Precedent 


For Proposed Expenditure 
Outlined For 1941

WASHINGTON (UP) President 
Roosevelt today asked congress to 
appropriate a record-breaking nas 
| tional defense fund of $1,839,000,000 
for fiscal 1941 to finance unpreced- 
ented simultaneous construction of 
10 battleships and boost America’s 
airfleet to almost 10,000 planes. 
| No peace-time precedent for the 
‘huge expenditure proposed by the 
| chief executive exists. Only in the 


|1920 did the nation expend more 
'funds for its land, sea and air de- 
fences. 

In addition to outright military 
and naval costs of $1,839.000.000. 
| Mr. Roosevelt proposed some $497,- 
000,000 of Semi-Defense and Quasi- 
|military expenditures which boosted 
the overall budgetary total for de- 
fence and related activities to $2.- 
336,137—or about one dollar out of 
ievery four proposed for federal 
; spending in fiscal 1941. 

Highlights of Mr. Roosevelt's de- 
;fense proposals: 

1. $369,000,000 naval  construc- 
tion fund to add 24 new warships 
/and continue construction of 92 — 
‘a grand total of 116, including 10 
battleships. 

2. Funds to boost navy aircraft 
1close to 3,000 and army aircraft to 
|6,550—a total of 9,550—by the end 
(of fiscal 1941. 
| 3. Appropriations to give the na- 
| tion an armed force of 647,911— 
160,911 for the navy, 25.000 marines, 
(227,000 regular army, 235.000 Na- 
tional Guard. 

4. An ‘emergency defence 
i'gram of $57 000 for the balance 


| of the current year and the 1941 


| Fiscal year to remedy pressing de- 
fense deficiencies. 

; “In the proposed budget, I have 
tried to interpret the wishes of our 
people,” Mr. Roosevelt said. ‘They 
'wanted to strengthen our national 
defenses and are prepared to pay 
additional taxes for this purpose.

SNOW BLANKETS 


ECHO SUMMIT; 


‘PLOWS KEEP HIGHWAY OPEN 


Nears “Normal” Expected 


Sixteen inches of snow on the 
summit, eight inches by actual mea- 
surement at Strawberry Resort and 
rainfall in Placerville totalling 13.89 
inches for the season was the re- 
sult of a week-long series of storms 
as reported at mid-morning Thurs- 
day. 

Travel is being maintained over 
U. S. Route 50 to the snow sports 
areas, Lake Valley and points east 
by two plows operating for the 
state Division of Highways. The 
snowline is at the 39-mile stone. 

The total of rainfall reported 
'Thursday morning was only one- 
tenth of an inch less than the ex- 
pected “normal” to January 1 as 
compared to a fifty-year period. 

Despite showers and heavy rains 
throughout the county during the 
week, there was no report of ser- 
ious damage by the storm and 
while winter sports enthusiasts ac- 
claimed with delight the first heavy 
snows of the season, farmers, min- 
ers, lumberers and other conserva- 
tionists beamed with satisfaction at 
the start of the rainy season, which 
had been long delayed. 


The night of January 1 brought 
a particularly heavy storm in the 
form of rain and the measurement 
of rain as 5 o’clock on the after- 
noon of January 2 showed a down- 
pour of 2.73 inches for the previous 
(twenty-four hour period. 


Despite this, temperature re- 
mained high enough that the storm 
took the form of rain in the high- 
er elevations and no snow pack was 
reported. 


Wednesday morning a “trace” of 
snow was reported at Strawberry re- 
sort and by Thursday morning, the 
storm which had brought 1.45 inches 
of rain to Placerville in the previous 
twenty-four hour period had also 
left eight inches of snow by actual 
measurement at Strawberry. 


Lake Valley reported twelve incnes 
early Thursday morning. Twin 
Lakes reported eleven inches and 
the state highway department re- 
ported sixteen inches of snow 
on Echo summit. ; 

At mid-morning Thursday, the 
storm in the summit area was re- 
ported as continuing,

SAN FRANCISCO, (IPA large 
low-pressure area which slipped in- 
to California 24 hours in advance of 
its predicted arrival had moved to- 
ward the north today, drenching 
Oregon and Washington and whip- 
ping up gales along the coast from 
Eureka north.

| Nazi-Soviet 


“Axis” Seen 


Circumstances Continue 
To Point More Definitely 
To Close Co-Operation

Germany’s line of cooperation 
with Soviet Russia emerged more 
definitely today with a new Nazi 
warning to the small neutrals of 
northern Europe. 
Authorized sources made it clear 
that Berlin is not fully satisfied with 
the attitude of Belgium and Hol- 
land and that it probably would be 
“unneutral” for Norway or Sweden 
to permit the Allied powers to send 
important military aid through 
Scandinavia to Finland. 
The warnings came in connection 
with German press reports that 
Great Britain and France were 
rushing large war supplies to the 
Finns and that 10,000 French troops 
‘would be sent to Finland. 
There also were reports that So- 
viet Premier Molotov would make 
his long delayed formal visit to Ber- 
1 within the next few weeks. 
The developments assumed im- 
portance in relation to the chang- 
ing diplomatic alignment in Europe 
generally because they seemed on 
the surface at least to fit into the 
picture of events thrusting Ger- 
many and Russia closer together. 

The British, French and Italian 
ambassadors to Moscow are return- 
ing to their own capitals and it was 
considered questionable whether 
they will go back to Moscow.

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ALLURING TOYS 


RIGHT AT HOME 


By Garry Cleveland Myers, Ph.D. 


THERE probably are many 
homes where Santa Claus could not 
provide many toys for the children; 
indeed, some, perhaps, where no 
toys at all were left on Christmas 
morning. Parents of such children 
should be reminded that there are 
many things around the house with 
which small children enjoy playing. 

The child beginning to creep finds 
his most alluring toys in the kitch- 
en. The pots and pans and lids 
hardly have an equal in allurement. 
Such toys cost nothing. They easily 
can be thrown into a cauldron of 
boiling water to be sterilized. 

Fasten a string to a pan that has 


a handle, and watch the tot’s delight ' 


when ‘he drags the thing around. 
Most homes have spools. Put a 
good number of them on a string for 
the baby. Have plenty of wrapping 
cord and rope saved from pacxages, 
where the child can use them. Long 
before he can tie a knot he will 
fasten toys together in his own 
crude way. A few blunt sticks or 
pieces of board tied together make 


an attractive train for the toddler. | 


Containers Good 


Coffee cans, cereal boxes, large 
and sincll shoe boxes 
containers which are not dangerous 
to the child prove to be good toys. 
As the tot grows older he will learn 
to make a variety of toys with scis- 
sors, paste, glue and brads. 

Don’t throw away magazines. The 
child of one or two likes to leaf 
through them, looking at the pic- 
tures. At three or four he likes to 
cut pictures from them and paste 
them in a scrap book. You can make 
paste out of flour and water. He 
should have blunt-nosed scissors of 
his own. Put away the plain wrap- 
p:ng paper for him to draw or scrib- 
ble on. For a few cents you can buy 
for him remnants of wall paper or 
large sheets of unprinted news print 
paver. 

Give him colored crayons rather 
than dangerous wooden pencils. Let 


all sorts of | 


the toddler have a pail or two in 


which to carry blocks about the. 


house, When he can be out-of-doors, 
give him the fire shovel and a small 
hoe to dig and shovel sand or dirt 
or snow. 


Let Him Drive Nails 

As early as the age of two or 
three the child can learn to drive a 
nail into soft wood. Give him soft 
boards or boxes and let him pound 
to his heart’s content. You can get 
a coping saw for him for a few 
cents; also a vise which can be 
fastened to the kitchen table. At 
four or five he can use a saw, plane, 
gimlet. 

When provisions are brought 
‘home, leave the packages, such as 
soap, cereal and canned goods, on 
the floor for the toddler to play with. 
You won’t need to show him what 
to do. He will invent and be en- 
gaged in real education. 

You can make a good set of 
blocks. Mrs. Myers and I have de- 
vised such a set. If you care to 
have the measurements, write me 
in care of this paper, enclosing a 
self-addressed envelope with a 
three-cent stamp on it.

He left the “tall corn” land of 

Iowa 30 years ago, sold real estate 
| with @ horse and buggy, and today 
he’s mayor of a thriving central 
New York community and president 
of the Real Estate Association of 
| the state of New York. 

Roger W. Huntington was born 
at Waterloo, Iowa, 51 years ago. A 
desire to see the big city sent him 
to New York. He spent three years 
in the advertising business, finally 
‘deciding to turn to real estate for 
a career, 
| He has been fighting for real es- 
_ tate laws to provide greater protec- 
, tion to the public. He believes in 
widespread ‘home ownership as Am- 
erica’s best 
kinds of “isms.” By selling real es- 
tate you help sell America, he says. 
| Huntington’s business career par- 
| allels the growth of the real estate 
‘industry in the Empire State. In 
' 1913 he opened his office in Water- 
ville, N. Y., which he called “The 
‘Garden Spot.” Friends recall the 
horse and buggy he used to drive 
around the countryside with pros- 
pective buyers. 

Now Huntington operates a fleet 


of automobiles, driving more than | 
250,000 miles each year. He covers | 
,10 Central New York counties with | 


five branch offices. One recent deal 
sent him on a 1,600-mile journey. 

Private ownership of land, he de- 
clares, is the cornerstone of Amer- 


ica’s democratic system of govern- | 


ment. He points out the necessity of 
protecting and promoting real es- 
tate, and home ownership, and in a 
recent address he said: 

“There is drastic need for a com- 
plete overhauling of our tax system 
to remove the barriers that discour- 
age people from owning land.” 

Before his election as president 
of the nation’s largest real estate 
association, Huntington held posts 
of secretary, treasurer and vice pres- 
ident. He is president of the Utica, 
N. Y., Real Estate Board, past pres- 
ident of the New York State Farm 
Brokers’ Association and a mem- 
ber of the National Association’s 
Committee on Rates, Rules and Cus- 
toms, 

He is director of the National 
Bank ot Waterville and the Water- 
ville Savings and Loan Association. 

He is vestryman of the Grace Epis- 
copal Church. 

The Huntingtons have two sons 
—Roderick R., associated with him 
in business, and Collins V., a stu- 
dent at Syracuse University. 

Huntington was the first demo- 
crat to be elected mayor of Water- 
ville in more than 25 years. He ran 
On an economy platform and’ the 
majority of the village’s 1,500 resi- 
dents rallied behind him.
